Full (Ic'tils of the new wheat sav-! 
ng program for the housewives of 
he state are .announceil by .Acting 
I’erleral J'ooU Coniimss'oncr Prcstoi. 
McKinney, fo'lowing further advices 
from \Vash:n-gton. 

The essential changes from the 
lorr cr program are' 

1— Breads for each day and each 
neal henceforth to be partjy wheat- 
ess, with the elimination of the two 

inner wheatless days and the wheat- 
-ss evening meals. 

2 — Cm tailment of the list of wheat 
subst t tics. Rice and breakfast foods 
are no longer substitutes 

3— Aht-lishinent of the rule which 
restricted flour purchases in towtis 
itid cTIc.s to otte-cighth of a barrel at 
each purchase and m rural districts to 

.nc-'i'.arti r of a 1 in cl. 

4— .Xbolishtncnt of the 50-50 rule, 
.vlii.'h proviile.s for the ptirchase of 
in e-iital fpiantify of subsiiitite tloiirs 
with wheat flours. 

The new program calls for the use 
of Victory M'ced f'lonr wh.ch will 
contain the JO per cent substitutes, 
nd wlii.h will ^e put out by the 
t ils This llottr will shortly he on 
1C market. 

In hen of using this flour the house¬ 
wife may purchase wheat flour at the 
•itio of four pounds to one i>ound of 
siihstiuites, which includes barley, 
orn, oat, potato, rice and Other cereal 
lours. Where rye tlour is used as a 
uhst.tutc two pounds must be pur- 
li.i.-ed with each three pounds of the 
wheat product. 

In hrief, the nation is asked to use 
bread, rolls and other breadstulis 
which shall coiifairi at least t\vent> 
per cent of substitutes in accordance 
with the bread which the .Allied na¬ 
tions will use 

I'he l oud .Administration made it 
Ifir that there should be no let-up 
11 saving under the new wheat pro- 
rim, hut that the restrictions have 
( t'on inotiilieci in a Uicasurc corniiien- 
snrate with the improved conditions 
abroad. 

No one is asked to continue on a 
strictly whcatless diet, but those who 
ilo so will be contributing that much 
toward winning the war, McKinney 
said. 


Change Made in Substitute* an I ' 
Quantity that Must be Scld 
With Wheat Flour | 

Grocers are now permitted to sell ; 
four pounds of wheat flour with oc 
pound of substitute flours uiuUr t..c ' 
rules regulating the new wlu.it sav- | 
ing program, it is announced by -Act¬ 
ing Food Commissioner Preston M 
Kinney Larger quantities may he 
^old in the same ratio. 

The Food .-Vdininistration’s official 
bulletin of Sept. 3 contained full in- 
struetions to grocers and ha' e''s. 

Rice in the grain and breakfast 
food*, one of which is oatmeal, are r.u 
oiiger wheat flour suhsttutes, al- 
hough rice flour is. Parley flour, 
orn flour and corn meal, rye t!.' 
•ind oet flour and other cereal flouis 
also are on the official suhstilate list. 

I irocers are now required to carry at 
least three substitutes—-barley flour, 
corn meal and corn flour 

The new Victory Mixed Flour, 
which contains the required twenty 
per cent substitutes and which will be 
put out from the mills, will be on the 
market soon. When this Victory 
.Mixed Flour is purchased by the 
housewife no other substitutes need he 
purchased at that time. 

While there is no definite limit 
placed on the quantity of wlie.at flour 
the grocer is permitted to sell, eillicr 
n the city or rural districts, hoarding 
will not be tolerated, McKinney said 
No more than a reasonable amount 
of either the Victory Mixed Flour, 
or the pure wheat flour with the re¬ 
quired substitutes should be bought 
at one lime. 

Although the wheat saving rules 
lave been slightly relaxed due to 
iiproved conditions among the Al- 
ies, the patriotic public should ob- 
erve the new restrictions rigidly, the 
'ood .Administration urges. Unless 
he new- program is given the same 
neasure of loyal support that obta,li¬ 
ed previously, wheat saving hence¬ 
forth will not be sufficiently effective 
to meet the requirements of our sol¬ 
diers and the troops and civilian 
nopulations of rhe .Allies. 

In a nutshell, the new program calls 
T only a twenty per cent substitu- 
in in breadstuffs, and no patriotic 
rican will use straight wheat 
in bread or rolls and leave the 
titutes on the shelf, McKinney

nients of F. C. Walcott, now conni-cted 1 
with the United States food adialnis- | 
tratlon, who was assistant to Mr. 
Hoover while America was feeding 
Belgium, Ihdand and northern France, j 
In one of these Htateiiients Mr. Wal¬ 
cott sny.s: 

Even now 1 find It hard to describe 
in coniprchensihle terms the mind of 
oftlclal (Icrmany, which dominates and 
sliuiie.s all Herman thought and action. 
Yet It Is us tiard, as clear-eut, as real ; 
as any material thing. I saw It in 
l*olaml. 1 saw the same thing in Bi-1- 
glnra, I heard of It In Serbia and Itou- , 
mania. For weeks It was always lim 
fore me, always the same. Otflcers 
talked freely, frankly, directly. All 
the staff otlicers have the same view. 

Let me try to tell It. ns Oeneral von 
Krles told me, In Poland, In the midst 
of a dying tuition. Germany Is des¬ 
tined to rule the world, or at least a . 
great part of It. The Oerninn people 
are so much human material for build¬ 
ing the German state, other people do 
not count. .All Is for the glory and 
might of the German etate. The lives 
of human beings are to he conserved 
only if It makes for the stu'. ''s ad¬ 
vancement, their Uvea are to he sacri¬ 
ficed If it Is to the state's advantage. 
The state la all. the people are noth¬ 
ing. 

Uonquered people signify little In 
the (lernian account. Life, liberty, 
happiness, human sentiment, fuiiilly 
ties, grace and generous impulse, these 
have no place beside the one concern, 
the greatness of the Oarmun state. 

Starvation must axclte no pity ; syin- ' 
palhy must not be allowed, If it ham¬ 
pers the main design of promoting 
Germany’s end#. 

"Starvation Is here,” said General 
von Krles. "Candidly, we would like 
to see It relieved ; we fear our soldiers 
may be unfnvoraldy affected by the 
things that they aee. But since It Is 
here, starvation must serve our pur¬ 
pose. So we set It to work for Ger- 
niHuy. By starvation we can accom¬ 
plish In two or three years In East 
Poland more than we have In West 
Poland, which Is East Prussia, In the 
last hundred years. With that In 
view, we proi>ose to turn this force to 
our advantage. 

“This country Is meant for Ger¬ 
many,” continued the keeper of starv¬ 
ing Poland. "It Is a rich alluvial 
country which Germany has needed 
for aoliic generations. We propose to 
remove the ahle-hodled working Poles 
from this country. It leaves It open 
for the Inflow of German working pe<v 
pie as fast as we can spare them. 
They will occupy It and work IL” 

Then with a cunning smile, "Can't 
you Bee how It works out? By and by 
we shall give hack freedom to Poland. 
When that happens Poland will appear 
automatically as a Gerniaii province." 

In Belgium, General von Blsslng 
told me exaetly the same thing. 'Tf 
the relief of Belgium breaks down we 
can foree the Industrial population In¬ 
to C.eniiaiiy through starvation and 
colonize other Belgians In Mesopo¬ 
tamia where we have planned largw 
Irrigation works; Germans will then 
overrun Belgium. Then when the war 
ts over and freiHlom Is given hack to 
Belgium, It will he a German Belgium 
that Is restored. Belgium will he a 
Gernnin province and we have Ant- 
werji—which Is what we are after.” 

That Is not all. Removing the men, 
that Uie land may be vacant for Ger¬ 
man occupation, that German stock 
may replace Belgians, Poles, SerbliiiiB, 
Arnientans, and now Roumanians, Ger¬ 
many does more. Women left captive 
are enslaved. Germany makes all 
manner of lust Us Instrumentality. 

The other day a friend of mine told 
ae of a man Ju.st returned from north- 
rm France. "I cannot tell you the d»- 
i«lla," he said, "man to man, I don't 
wuit to repent what I beard.” Some 
-X Uie things he did tell—shocking 
vsitihitlou and moral murder. He told 
•« women, by the score. In occupied 
UFcrttory of northern France, prisoned 
in underground dungeons, tethered for 
the use of their bodies by ofBcera and 
men. 

If this la not a piece of tlie Prussian 
aystem. It Is the logical product of dis¬ 
regard of the rights of others. 

Germany has limited the amount 
that prisoners may spend to |1S a wwk 
for otlicers and I12.B0 for privates

Milton Steinberger and Rudolph 
Hartman assisted in providing 
first aid. Dr. L. L. Krebs was 
called and did what was possible 
before removing the sufferer to 
Pasadena hospital. 

The wound would he a severe 
one for anybody and an extreme 
shock to the system of a man of 
.seventy. Accident insurance is 
provided by the city’s blanket 
policy for all employes, with the 
State Compen.sation fund. 

At last reports Mr. W'illiams 
was progressing as well as could 
be expected after the painful 
ordeal.
